DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because there is no descriptive legend provided for each of 
the structural elements shown in figure 1 currently represented in a form of hollow rectangles. 
Further, there are no logic statements shown in the flow charts of figures 2-4. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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As per claim 1, it is unclear as to what function is being performed by the control unit. 
Further, on lines 3-5, the recitation therein is technically unclear since a memory unit is merely a 
storage device and cannot perform the "determining" function as recited. On line 8, it is unclear 
whether the central processing unit is located within the navigation device or in a remote 
location. 

As per claims 6-9, again it is unclear as to the location of the central processing unit. It 
appears from the specification that the central processing unit should be "the remote central 
processing unit" and is not the central processing unit within the navigation device. Further, on 
lines 6-7 of claim 7, the phrase "the transmitted destination data in the central processing unit" is 
contextually unclear and should be changed to "the transmitted destination data received in the 
remote central processing unit". 

As per claim 10, it is unclear as to from where is the data record being transmitted. 

Claims that have not been specifically indicated are rejected by incorporated the above 
errors from their respectively by dependency. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 1-12 as best understood in view of the aforementioned 112 deficiencies are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Knockeart et al (patent no. 6680694). 

As per claims 1, 7, 10 and 12, figures 1-2 and columns 9-10 and 17 of the Knockeart et al 
reference clearly disclose the claimed navigation device as well as the method for inputting and 
transmitting a destination including an input control unit (item 244), a memory for storing name 
designations (item 222), an interface for transmitting destination data (item 250) and a central 
processing unit (item 125) for receiving the destination data from the interface and for 
calculating a route to the destination. 

As per claim 2, the claimed data medium drive is clearly implied by Knockeart et al in 
column 13, lines 20-23. 

As per claims 3 and 5, the claimed name designations such as street names are taught in 
figure 1 1 and column 7, lines 63-67 of the Knockeart et al reference. 

As per claims 4, 8-9 and 1 1, the claimed radio interface such as one of a cellular radio 
network and a data network is taught in item 254 (fig. 2) and column 9 of the Knockeart et al 
reference. 

As per claim 6, the claimed encoding unit for compressed transmission of data is taught 
in figure 12 and col. 19, lines 1-3 of the Knockeart et al reference.
